Then he seized a repeating rifle and fled. 

Dunn was under sentence of death for the 
murder of Alfred Fenton at Rushville. 

He had appealed to the supreme court 
and appeals had been made in vain for him 
to Gov. Dockery, who refused to commute 
his sentence.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Another chap- 
ter-in the postoffice investigation of last 
summer was revealed today when Chair- 
man Overstreet of the house committee on 
postoffices and post roads, laid before 
the House of Representatives 4 closely 
printed document of 218 pages recounting 
the instances on file in the postoffice ‘de- 
partment in which members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives have used 
their influence with the officials of the 
postoffice department, to secure increases 
in salaries of postmasters, additional clerk 
hire and advantageous leases of buildings 
for postoffice purposes. : 

The report is made by the muanimous vote 
of the members of Mr. Overstreet’s com- 
mittee, in response to a resolution call- 
ing for information introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hay of Virginia. As the infor- 
mation accompanies the report, the com- 
mittee recommends that the resolution lie 
on the table. 

Some of the transactions involving mem- 
bers of Congress recorded in the report are 
held to be technica! violations of the stat- 
utes, others ere pronounced by members 
who have read the report as clearly censur- 
able, while in the majority of cases it is 
held that members in making their recom- 
mendations to the department - expected 
nothing not In harmony with the rules and 
practices of the department. 

Three cases are set forth in which mem- 
bers of Congress own buildings which are 
leased to the government or postoffice 
purposes.
